On page one we refer to the change in the Canons of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church relating to Marriage and Di- 
vorce. The reader may be interested in the Canon by which 
clergymen of that Church were supposed to be governed in 
the pest ; 
PRESENT MARRIAGE CANON. 

Sections I and II of Canon 48 as now in force, which provide 
for the civil law to be complied with, remain in the proposed 
new canon, The commission would repeal Sections III and IV. 
which contain all the restrictions whith down through the years 
have given the Protestant Episcopal Church a place second to 
the Roman Catholic Church in its rigid stand on the permanency 
of the marriage bond. The Protestant Episcopal Church has 
taken note of adultery only as ground for divorce. It now re- 
moves all grounds for divorce, including adultery. Most of the 
other Protestant denominations, including the Presbyterian, re- 
cognize “willful desertion” as a legitimate cause for divorce. 
Others are still more lenient. The part of the present Canon 42 
“on matrimony” it is proposed to repeal are as follows: 

No minister, knowingly after due inquiry, shall solemnize 
the marriage of any person who has been or is the husband or 
the wife of any other person then living, from whom he or she 
has been divorced for any cause arising after marriage. Nor 
shall it be lawful for any member of this Church to enter upon 
a marriage when either of the contracting parties is the husband 
or wife of any other person then living from whom he or she 
has been divorced for any cause arising after marriage. But this 
canon shall not be held to apply to the innocent party in a 
divorce for adultery; provided that before the application for 
such marriage a period of not less than one year shall have 
elapsed, after the granting of such divorce; and that satisfac- 
tory evidence touching the facts in the case, including a copy of 
the court’s decree and record, if practicable, with proof that the 
defendant was personally served or appeared in the action, be 
laid before the ecclesiastical authority, and such ecclesiastical 
authority, having taken legal advice thereon shal! have declared 
in writing that in his judgment the case of the applicant con- 


forms to the requirements of the canon; and provided, further, 
that it shall be within the discretion of any minister to decline 
to solemnize any marriage. 


IV. If any minister of this Church shall have cause to 
think that a person desirous of being admitted to holy baptism, 
or to confirmation, or to the holy communion has been married 
otherwise than as the word of God and discipline of this Church 
allow, such minister, before receiving such person to these ordin- 
ances, shall refer the matter to the Bishop for his godly judg- 
ment thereon; provided, however, that no minister shall in any 
case refuse these ordinances to a penitent person in imminent 
danger of death. 


COMPARATIVE STRENGTH OF URBAN AND 
RURAL POPULATION 


There ure many interesting facts disclosed by the late 
Census, not the least interesting being the comparison be- 
tween the Urban and the Rural population. At present 68. 
955,521 people live in the cities and towns, and 53.819.525 
live in rural territory. This means that there are 56 out of 
every hundred Americans living in towns and cities and 44 in 
the country. In the year 1920 the two groups were almost 
equal in number. 

The State of Rhode Island contains the largest number 
of people in urban territory, namely, 92.4 per cent: then 
comes Massachusetts. North Dakota leads all the states in the 
number of people who live on farms, namely, 83.4 per cent, 
with only 16.6 percent living in towns 

But who would have thought that Maine has 476,000 
people living in the country as against 321,000 living in the 
towns? Ohio's urban population is a little more than twice 
as large as its rural, while Wisconsin's population is almost 
evenly divided, as is also that of Minnesota and Missouri. Has 
it occurred to you that nearly one-half of Delaware's popula- 
tion lives in the country, while Florida’s population is al- 
most equally divided between town and rural inhabitants 
and California’s population bears the ratio of nearly three 
persons in towns and cities to one person in the country? 

Illinois offers an example of the depletion of the rural 
areas, for 62 out of the 101 down state counties of Illinois 
have smaller populations than they had ten years ago, and 
56 of them have smaller populations than they had back 
thirty years ago. Meanwhile the population of the state has 
grown from 4,821,000 to 7,670,000.

Teaching In Schools g;

Protestantism’s 


Weakness In U. S. 


(Continued from Page One) 
ards of personal integrity, but their 
energies are frequently employed in 
promoting standards of individual 
conduct that might properly be left 
to individual choice or initiative. 

Dr. Healy declared that as a mora! 
agency the influence of Protestantism 
is manifested in the leadership of in- 
dividuals rather than in the prestige 
and position of the organization. He 
stated the conclusions of his study as 
follows: 

“Strictly speaking the lesson of 
American Protestantism is not to be 
found in the twenty-five percent of the 
population who go to church, but in 
the fifty-six per cent who do not go 
These latter have in the main Protes- 
tant antecedents, and their number Is 
not only an arraignment but a con 
viction of Protestantiam as an agency 
to satiafy the religious needs of the 
people of America. The multitude of 
denominations is a cogent argument 
of the uncertainty with which Protes 
tantism approached the task it had 

undertaken, and a convincing proof 
of its failure to accomplish that task. 

Evidence Of Dissatisfaction 

“The establishment of each new sect 
or denomination is an evidence of dis- 
satisfaction with the old, and the 


‘number and comparative failure of all 


these newer bodies are merely cumula- 
tive evidence of the determination of 
America not to entrust ite religious 
interests either to the old or to the 
newer forms of Protestantism. 

„The reason for this failure on the 
part of Protestantiam to hold or to 
make a conquest of the American soul 
may be due to the fact that up to the 


E. Present Protestantism in America has 


been more European than American, 
not European in the broad cultura! 
sense, bat European in the narrow na- 
tionalistic and sectarian sense. It has 
always been dependent on European 
leadership. Many of the founders of 
new sects were born in Europe, me 
of the most learned teachers and ex- 
ponents of Protestantism were Euro- 
peans. Though there has been unre- 
mitting religious activity in the Uni- 
ted States, there has been «a very 
meager contribution to the thought, 


‘the philosophy or the literature of 
religion.”

Hope is based on the very 
reasonable grounds that Jesus 
spoke the Truth and that He is 
able to fulfill all He pro- 
mised. And as the Apostles 
awaited the coming of the Holy 
Ghost somewhat impatiently, vet 
faithfully, we too must hope for 
the full realization of the pro- 
mises of Christ. They must

We stand during this Gospel, 
out of respect for the words of 
the Gospels. They are deserving 
of greater respect in this way, 
than the words of the Epistles. 
which were letters written by 
the Apostles to the churches set 
up in different countries. 

With the priest, we sign our 
foreheads, lips and breasts at 
the beginning of the Gospel, beg- 
ging God to preserve His words 
always in our minds, on our lips 
and in our hearts. Near the close 
of this Gospel, we bend the knee 
with the priest at those solemn 
words: “And the Word was 
made flesh.”
